ually Heat th«> little fellows to it.) 
After e\er> "hang" we run out to see 
when the las' *hel] hit. then back 


to the hole again like a rat and wait 
for the next one to hit. After the 
^belling IH all over we go out and 
look for shell holes, standing around 
to argue what m/.e shell it wa», '2 in. 
y point - or a hundred other aize 
shells. 
Our slogan is. "When you 


hear them sing you know that they 
are going over." hut it makes a fel. 
low draw in his neck or crawl under 
a table. An air raid is much different. 
They start after we are asleep and 
sometimes back in Chicago or some- 
where eUe besides this lonesome land. 
First you hear the bomb explode then 
everybody up and out the window and 
down to the dugout again, some with 
hipboots on and others with only 
raincoats. The other night T.R.J. and 
Stormy K.G. ^ot so excited when Jei-- 
ry was over that after everybody was 
safe and snug in a deep hole they were 
still trying to put their beds out of a 
second s'ory window. You can never 
depend on an air raid as they may 
come over anytime during the night 
and that is just why C.M.F. and ED.H. 
sleep in tin- hole all the time. I've 
never seen any I'oal damage done 
from a Herman long ranee gun. An 
etu-my plane isn't up very long eithet- 
until you see or hear several of our 
tfood scouts riirht after them and they 
usually tret them.

L. Rogers of this city. Mr. Wood 


is a son-in-law of Mrs. Elizabeth Col- 
lins, to whose daughter, the late Anna 
ColHas. he was married several years 
a"o 
His letter shows the indomit- 


able "I will" spirit of the boys over 
th«-re that spells victory against the 
Germans. The letter follows: 


La Celle Bruere.Cher, France. 


Sept. l. 
r>, 1918. 


Friend Rogers: — 


Intended to drop you a line before 


this, but never got around to it. 
I 


felt that you would be interested in 
knowing what this gang of lumber- 
jacks was doing over here. 


We are located in the center of 


France and have a 20,000 capacity 
saw-mill, which we run night and day- 
ten hour shifts. We are hauling our 
logs from 6 to 8 miles and have trucks 
and tibers to haul same with, but 
also use a few teams. 


We have good main roads but the 


roads in the forests are fierce, as we 
have a lot of rain here and the soil 
is sort of a clay, which gets muddy 
very quickly and it is almost impos- 
sible to haul anything over them. 
Don't know how we will make out 
when winter sets in as it doesn't get 
cold enough to freeze solid and we 
don't get snow enough to haul on 
sleds. 


As for myself, I reported to Camp 


American University at Washington 
on the 56th of January and was put 
in command of Co. D.. 10th Bn., 20th 
Engineers on February 2nd, so you 
see I didn't get a great deal of mili- 
tary training before being put in the 
harness. We left the States on May 
10th and landed here on the eve of 
May 30th. 
Am still in command of 


the same company but they have 
changed the name of it to the 28th 
Co., 20th Engrs. 
Had 350 men when 


I landed here. Some company! 
But 


they transferred out some of the men 
and then attached another company 
to me, so at the present time have 
500 men, 2 captains and 6 lieutenants 
in my command—nearly a battalion. 
Also have 95 horses, 15 motor trucks, 
60 trailers, wagons, etc. 


We are cutting TOM. feet of lumber 


a day, so you see that means some, 
thing when you take 70,000 feet of 
oak from the stump and put in the 
pile as lumber each 24 hours, espec- 
ially when you have such a long haul 
as we have. 


We have a great bunch of boys and 


it is wonderful the spirit they hav». 
Today, being Sunday, there was a 
big bunch of cars came in to be load- 
ed, so told the boys they would have 
to load same, and you ought to have 
seen them run for the cars and get 
busy. 
One would think they were 


going off on a holiday instead of to 
work. But that is the spirit that will 
win the war. 
V.'e never lay up here 


for rain or bad weather of any kind, 
for we feel that the boys up at the 
front need every bit of lumber that 
we can turn out. At present they are 
calling on the forestry troops for SO 
million feet of lumber per month, be- 
sides thousands of cords of fuel wood. 


We have plenty to eat and are well 


taken care of. They sent some of the 
officers back to the States to recruit 


more companies for the Forestry 


division, which means an additional 
24.000 men. 


This is a grea* game and I am glad 


I came into it, as the experience that 
a person gets over here will fit him 
for most anything in civil life after 
the war. 


The forestry troops are separate 


from the rest of the troops, that is, 
under a different command, and while 
there is a large number of troops right 


I here, also two generals and any num- 


j her of colonels, majors, etc.. they have 
'.nothing to say about our operations. 
'as I get my orders from • different 
! source. A person in charge of a sep- 
arate detachment like this is supreme 
'and it (deleted by censor) put a fel. 
low right up against the real thing 


i at times. 
I find the officers a fine 


i bunch of fellows and very easy to get 
along with. 


1 
We £ave built quite a bridge since 


cofi-.mg here, across the Cher river. 
It is a combination suspension and 
Howe truss bridge and is 240 feet 
long. 22 feet wide and 32 feet above 
the river. 
There was an old bridge 


here when we cam*, but it wasn't safe 
'to cross. 


Think I have told you all about my- 


self and would be pleased to hear 
from you at any time you can find 
time to write. Remember me to Mrs. 


Roger*, Alice and all the boys. Hop- 
ing thi» finds you in good health, I

Germany sent out a new mandate stating that she would 
siak all vessels which caine within a certain zone which she 
had marked out, with the proviso that a certain number could 
pass each week, providing they were properly painted, etc. 
He knew that when this mandate came out diplomatic rela- 
tions were broken off with Germany and knew that von Berns- 
torff was sent home. He knew that von Bernstorff said short- 
ly before his leaving that it was the only thing that this coun- 
try could do; he knew that after von Bernstorff had been home 
for ten days or two weeks that Germany's answer was the 
sinking of the Arabic, an American vessel,-destroying Amer- 
ican lives.

isi rather a playful and humorous 
•taaner, but there is a bit of history 
connected with this bell that has been 
told before in these columns, and 
aaiete well be repeated at this time, 
with some additional details that have 
ossae to light, inasmuch as the old 
bell is soon to pass out of sight from 
tee public eye. 


Along in the early seventies, the 


late Wm. Fellows associated with a 
man by the name of Walton, built ami 
operated for a short time a steam 
boat that made frequent trips between 
here and Stevens Point. The venture 
did not prove a success, and was soon 
abandoned, the boat being disman- 
teled. Somehow, the bell used on that 
boat was kept by Mr. Fellows, who, as 
the older residents of the village well 
know, was quite prominent in public 
and business affairs during the early 
days of the community. Later Mr. 
Fellows was elected a member of the 
school board and he fc\ad the bell 
mounted on the school house building 
IKW used as a village hall. There it 
remained as long as that building was 
used for educational purposes. 


Willis LaDu told us the other day 


in a burst of confidence, that that lit- 
tle old bell was as dear to him as any- 
thing he knew of for he is one of the 
boys that used to be called to school 
duties by its morning peals. He said 
that it was a big event in that little 
school of so long ago when the teach' 
er gave up her little hand bell and 
sometimes, when Willis was a good 
boy, which we presume was not often, 
he was allowed to ring it, much to the 
envy of his school mates. And Clyte 
Blair is another who feels a little 
clannish to the old bell, and Carl 


Kronenwetter and Frank Brabant, 
Mrs. 
M. LuU and several other Mosi. 


nee people who received ti. *r educa- 
tion in this building. 


And so it came about that when the 


old school house outlived its useful- 
ness, and a larger building was erect- 
ed, the old school bell that had served 
so many purposes, patted out of usage 
until the engine house was built, when 
it was mounted in the position in 
which it now stands. Just what to do 
with the toll now teems to be a prob- 
lem. 
The associations connected with 


it should entitle it to some place of 
honor in the community. True, it 
isn't much of a bell as bells go nowa- 
days, but it was some bell when it 
was first brought here.

ballot can be used. Upon receiving 
his bal'.ot, the voter must retire alone 
to a booth or compartment and pre- 
pare the same for voting. A ballot 


clerk may inform the voter as to the 
proper manner of marking a ballot, 
but he must not advise or indicate in 
any manner whom to vote for. 


(b) If a voter wishes to vote for all 


the candidates nominated by any par- 
ty he shall make a cross or other mark 


j under the party designation printed 
I at the top of the ballot in the circle 
made for that purpose. A ballot so 
marked and having no other mark will 
be counted for all the candidates of 
that party in the column underneath, 
unless the names of some of the can* 
didates of the party have been erased 
or a name shall be written in or a 
cross mark be placed in the square 


at the right of the name or names 
of candidates in another column. If 
the voter does not wish to vote for 
all the candidates nominated by one 
party, he shall mark his ballot by 
making a cross or mark in the square 
at the right of the name of the candi- 
date for whom he intends to vote, or 
by inserting or writing in the name 
of the candidate. 


(c) The ballot should not be marked 


in any other manner. If the ballot 
be spoiled, it must be returned to the 
ballot clerk, who must issue another 
in its stead, but not more than three 
in all shall be issued to any one voter. 
Five minutes' time is allowed in booth

Then It takes 
ft long piece of grass fiber and sews 
tbe edges together, making a pocket, 
If the k*af is not large enough, it In 
pieced out with another leaf. At the 
•Bd of the seam the bird makes a knot 
la the thread to prevent unraveling. 
Tills pocket is not the bird's home, 
however, but only the heginning of it. 
Tbe nest Is made within the pocket. 
*ne end of a slender braneh is always 
•elected, «nd as the leaf retains its 
fcstural color the home of the hird is 
Concealed very effectively from anl- 
mal* and other enemies of birds.—1'eo-

Early yesterday morning the young 


nan went to the barn to feed and care 
f»r the horses and while employed at 
these duties one of the animals kicked 
him in the mouth with such force that 
Jt is now believed the boy's neck was 
broken. 


John Stewerd. manager of the farm, 


was milking a cow only a few feet 
distant. He carried the unconscious 
f«tm of young Kelly to an automobile 
a»d brought him to St. Michael's hos- 
pital in this city, but upon arrival 
there it w-as found that the boy had 
died. 


The body was then taken to Bos- 


ton's undertaking rooms and prepared 
for burial. Rev. R. J. McLandress of

prayers at 2 o'clock Thursday after- 
noon, after which the body will be 
borne to Forest cemetery. 


Kelly was an ambitious youngster, 


who. despite handicaps which few of 
his years would be able to overcome, 
was making his way in the world and 
pave promise of useful manhood.

HOG CENSUS OCT. 15 


Pupil* of Public Schools to Record 


Number and Age of These Farm 


Animals in Wisconsin. 


A census of hogs and cattle is to be 


taken in Wisconsin on Oct. 15th at 
the request of the U. S. Food Adiuin 
istration. This work will be done by 
tb» public schools under the supervi- 
sion of the County Superintendents of 
schools and supervising teachers as- 
sisted by County Food Administrators 
and County Agricultural Agents. The 
teachers will return the 
completed 


census blanks to the County Superin- 
tendents who in turn will mail them 
direct to the Wisconsin Division of 
the Food Administration at the State 
Capitol in Madison. 


All the cattle and hogs living on 


this date are to be counted and re- 
corded by the school children. Partic- 
ular care will be taken to get also the 
number tor the same date last year. 


In dividing up the districts among 


different pupils, the teachers must be 
sure that no two scholars take the 
same farm and that no animals are 
recorded twice. 


Blanks of instruction for taking the 


census will be s--nt to the County Su- 
pt-i intendent.s for distribution among 
all the^teachers. 


The pupils must enter the number 


of each class of hoqs and cattle for 
every owner in the proper column of 
the report blank an*P*he total at the 
bottom of ear-h pase. 


Dairy cattle are to include all ani- 


mals that arc kept for purposes of 
producing milk for human u^e. Dairy 
tows are all ft-males that have begun 
to produce milk, no niatrer what t=heir 
af-'e n.aj be.

The Issues of the War, a course 


which must be taken by all students 
in the Students' Army Training Corps 
in all colleges having army units, is 
one of the interesting phases of . the 
new plan of collegiate soldier training 
instituted by the war department this 
fall.

establish a course of study on "the 
remote and immediate causes of the 
war and on the underlying conflict of 
points of view as expressed in the 
governments, philosophies and liter- 
atures of the various States on both 
sides of the struggle. 
The purpose 


of the course is to advance the morale 
of the members of the corps by giv- 
ing them an understanding of what 
the war is about and of the supreme 
importance to civilization of the cause 
for which we arc fighting." President 
Wilson's state papers, as well as the 
definition of the necessary conditions 
for a satisfactory peace, will be an im- 
portant part of the study.

objectives. 
Powerfully organized ma- 


chine gun positions \\ere encountered 
everjwhere in that region of nuines 
and hills and forest-, and to take these 
without too much lo-s it was neces- 
-ars to maneuver pa-f them and at- 
tack from the flanks and rear. Farther 
west, to the north of (Jrand I're. the 
Americans were engaged in equally 
severe fighting, but there, too. they 
were slowly o\ercoming the stubborn 
resistance of the Huns. In this they 
were materially aided by the big bomb- 
ing squadrons of the air forces which 
not only continually harassed the en- 
emy In the lighting lines but made re- 
peated raids on his bases and supply 
trains. 


One-fourth of Germany's available 


military strength has been placed in 
the Champagne and Meuse sectors to 
hold hack the Americans and French 
there, and the task these allied armies 
are doing, while not showy, is of tre- 
mendous importance 
and 
difficulty. 


The Huns are trying desperately to 
save the Mezleres-Luxemburg railway 
system, on which depend all their 
communications in that region.
